David Maxwell is on trial before 
the district court charged with the 
crime of having killed his own son 
Willis Maxwell, aged 9 years and the 
case has occupied the attention of the 
court since Tuesday. The history of 
the crime, one of the most terrible 
that was ever committed within the 
borders of the state, is well known to 
nearly every one in this county. 
David Maxwell, a man 46 years of 
age and a widower, lived at Daggett 
Brook with the Frayer woman, who 
was ostensibly his housekeeper, anc 
the boy Willis and Mrs. Frayer’s 13- 
year old girl. On the 20th of Febru­ 
ary of this year a barn on the premie 
es burned and in the ruins was founc 
the remains of the boy Willis, The 
coroner was not notified and the re 
port was circulated that the lad had 
been playing in the barn and must 
have accidently set the building on 
fire and being unable to escape 
perished in the flames. 
This the 
ory was accepted for a few days 
but suspicious circumstances pomtec 
to foul play and the Frayer woman 
was finally arrested, made a contos 
Bion and was given a life sentence in 
Stillwater for the crime. Before she 
was taken to the penitentiary she 
made a sworn statement implicating 
Maxwell and he was arrested and has 
been in jail since spring awaiting 
trial, and was indicted by the grand 
jury last week.

In a short 
time Maxwell came into the house, 
told her he had killed the boy and 
put his body in the hay loft and that 
she must set the barn on fire and burn 
it ap or he would throw the whole 
blame on her. She states that he then 
left for his work at the mill it being 
about 11:30 o’clock and at abont 3 
o’clock she set fire to the place as he 
had told her to and went over to the 
mill aud informed him that the baru 
waB burning aud she was afraid the 
boy was burned up, as prearranged. 
That they cams back in a sleigh as 
fast as possible and after looking 
around Maxwell came into the house 
and after supper went to bed and laid 
abed the greater part of next day 
also witbouttrying to find the remains. 
That she related the circumstances to 
Mr. Draper and Mr. Bently on Sun­ 
day night just as Maxwell had told 
her to, to allay suspicion, saying that 
the children played in the barn often 
and Willis must have had matches 
and set it on firs accidentally. The 


and believed Mrs. Frayer’s story, but 
on that day Mr. Draper, the boy's 
grandfather, told him he believed the 
woman had killed tho boy, but to 
keep still abont it and they would 
find out, and also advised him to re­ 
main away trom the bouse. 
Maxwell 
went to work again Tuesday after­ 
noon. 
The following Sunday the 
funeral sermon was preached, but 
Maxwell did not attend, aa he testi­ 
fied he was taken sick Saturday after­ 
noon, and was in bed at the mill 
boarding house Suoday and Mouday. 
He farther stated that the Frayer 
woman always treated the bo/ well 
when he was around, and that he 
himself always used bis children well. 
Many other witnesses have testified 
on both sides, aud it is expected the 
case will go to the jury to-night. 
County Attorney W. A. Fleming is 
conducting theprosecxtion and Judge 
S. F. Alderman is defending the 
prisoner. 
The other cases disposed of since 
last Friday are:

cents on the box might be had, lie 
would probably lose a cent or two on 
each pound of 
butter, which would 
not be a good Investment. The conver­ 
sation drifted into the quality of goods 
heretofore sent to England from our 
American market as a representative 
of the quality 
of

butter 
and 
cheese made In this country. Of course 
tilled cheese came In for discussion, 
as It always does In that 
direction, 
showing that the quality of cheese sent. 
over there as full cream cheese, being 
Ailed or sophisticated with lard, had 
done more to degrade the reputation 
of American cheese than any one tiling 
and that the dealers over there take 
advantage of that, and whenever they 
And a bad lot either of English or 
Canadian cheese, they label it Ameri­ 
can and mark it at low prices, and 
refer their customers to tin* fact that 
Qu*y cannot get 
good 
cheese 
from 
America, and these are a fair samplo 
of the goods. 
It Is so In the butter 
line. 
We have been sending over to 
a large extent nothing but low grade 
butter that would sell there possibly 
for a cent a pound proht more Iii pro­ 
portion than the better 
grades, and 
the English dealers had come to be­ 
lieve that they could get no good but­ 
ter in this country; but now that 
a 
change has been made it rests 
en­ 
tirely with the dealers and shippers on 
this side to build up apd sustain a rep- | 
utation for high class goods In 
the 
English markets that will stand us in 
good stead not only at present but In 
the future. Take for example the Dan­ 
ish dairy industry; It la fostered by

I t is now claimed that the govern­ 
ment reservoirs aro more of a detri­ 
ment than a benefit and the Itasca 
county people from the reports sent 
out are very much disgusted with the 
result in that section this summer. In 
an interview at St. Paul F. L. Vance, 
of Deer River, says:“In tho first placi 
these dams do not practically improve 
the navigation of the river. Even now 
boats are getting aground neur Wino 
na and if the dams were opened the rise 
in the river here would extend only a 
few miles south of St. Paul uud would 
accomplish nothing worth speaking 
of. 
What water starts from the res­ 
ervoirs either evaporates or is lost in 
the sloughs aud creeks before it can 
get far enough down the river to help 
out navigation. In the next place, the 
reservoirs have ruined thousands of 
acres of meadows aud agricultural 
lands. For instance, all of the meadows 
and rice fields of the Chippewa In-1 
diana have been wiped out. 
The In­ 
dians were promised compensation, 
but they havu’t received a cent. For­ 
merly five thousand tons of hay could 
be cut about our town. Now you can’t 
cut a single ton. 
Everywhere the 
land is covered with water. 
And, 
what’s more, the reservoirs hare in­ 
terfered very seriously with Umber­ 
ing op our way. 
It used to cost only 
60 cents a thousand to take logs from 
the Leech Lake river down as far as 
Brainerd. 
Now it costs 75 cents a 
thousand to get the logs down as far as 
the first dam ut Grand Rapids, which 
ie only a beginning. 


Will Use Snow locomotives. 
The 
Powers-Simpson 
Logging 
company has recently 
closed two 
large contracts for logging. 
One is 
to cut 125,OOO,(WM) feet of timber for 
J. W. Day A Company, and the other 
40,000,000 feet for tho C. A. Smith 
Lumber company, says the Minneap­ 
olis Lumberman. 
Tho timber for 
both of these contracts is north of the 
Mississippi river in the vicinity of 
Hibbing, Minnesota. 
These two con­ 
tracts cover a number of years, and it 
has not yet been decided just how 
much they will out the coming season. 
Besides these contracts they will cut 
some of their own timber on Swan 
river. 
In their logging operations 
this winter the Powers-Simpson com­ 
pany will use two snow locomotives, 
a newly invented power for hauling 
logs through tho woods. 
The loco­ 
motive consists of an engine sot on 
four runners, and is propelled by a 
large metal drum from which protrude 
seventy-two teeth each a foot long. 
The engine is very powerful aud is 
capable of hauling loads very many 
times as large' as can be hauled by 
team power. G. A. ll. Simpson, of the 
company, says that In* believes that 
they will bo very efficient for the 
work. They were used during the last 
season in northern Wisconsin, and 
under adverse circumstances did good 
work. His company has the exclusive 
right to use them in this state. 


Bant' & Bane have added a steam 
rendering kettle to their market, aud 
are selling steam rendered lard at 
three pounds for 25 cents. 


Mille Lacs Indian Lands. 


Dar. Hall, Indian commissioner for 
Minnesota, passed through Brainerd 
Monday on his way to tho White 
Earth reservation. Mr. Hull has given 
out the following in regard to the In­ 
dian lands: 
“I have arranged a meeting with 
tho Mille Lacs Indians at Lawrence, 
on the southeast shore of the lake for 
Sept. 23, and I will discuss the situa­ 
tion with them. 
It is practically 
agreed that tho Chippewas will re­ 
ceive land on the Mille Lacs reserva­ 
tion, which is not occupied by white 
settlers. 
Any remaining land needed 
to satisfy tho Indians will be taken 
from the White Earth reservation. 
At tho coming council the most im­ 
portant question to be decided will be 
the method of alloting these lands, 
whether they Hindi bo divided under 
heads of families or among tho indi­ 
vidual Indians. 
Tho Indians are 
anxious for another payment, which 
is due them.” 


A CLEVER DETECTIVE. 


A Library Cnrd O tm th * C lew to • IM* 
fault**!-** W hereabout*. 
A manager of a branch office of one 
of the Mg packing houses in Chicago 
wui8 found to he short in his account^ 
and the day this fact was discovered he 
disappeared, Hays the Detroit Journal, 
i ltn I 'Md was furnished by the Baltimore 
company, and Mr. Macbeth was sent 
to Chicago to take ch argo of his books 
ami, if possible, secure his arrest. Pink­ 
erton’s entire force was put to work on 
tho case, und the city was searched for 
two days without revealing uny trace of 
the whereabouts of tho missing man. 
Mr. Maobeth and Billy Pinkerton went 
to the absent manager's office to look 
over his books and personal effects in 
hopes of flndng a clew. They ransacked 
a private desk without finding anything 
to which they attached any importance, 
and Pinkerton had turned to leave the 
room, when Macbeth spied in one cor­ 
ner of the desk a public library card is­ 
sued in the name of tho man for whom 
thoy were looking. He observed by the 
entries on the card that several books 
had been taken from the library within 
a period of a month and that the date 
of tho return of one book corresponded 
with the date of the issuing of another. 
Ho put this card in his pocket and left 
the office in company with the detect­ 
ive. 
After they were in the street the 
detective said: 
“ Why did you take that library card?” 
* 'I have an idea," Macbeth answered, 
and I want to go at once to the public 
library. ” 
An examination of the card showed 
that the missing man had procured 14 
different books, and a comparison of the 
numbers on the cards with the titles of 
the books at the library revealed the 
subjects he had been studying. The first 
book taken was entitled “ A Trip to 
Nicaragua,” the second “ A History of 
Nicuruguu,” and nearly all the others 
related to Central America. 
"lie has gone to Central America,” 
said Pinkerton. 
“ That’s right,” Maobeth answered, 
and it's not yet too late to catch bim 
at New Orleans.” 
Telegrams were sent to the Crescent 
City giving full descriptions of the 
man, and the next day he was arrested 
in the office of a steamship company 
while waiting for his turn at the ticket 
window. 
He would havo sailed .a few 
hours later for Central America. 


AN ENERGETIC C O N SU L. 


R e lie v e d th e SllA itim m ri. * a n ti Ilrokn O p e n 
t h e I’rtiu n . 
Consul James Ii Hadden, an Illinois 
man, has come to be known among 
Americans abroad as a model of his 
calling. He is located at Smyrna. 
He 
has no knowledge of tlx* Turkish lan­ 
guage, but is abundantly supplied with 
energetic English. 
Two of his latest diplomatic acts 
have betell just described to the state 
department people at Washington by 
appreciative observers. 
One account 
comes from missionaries. They had 
been gathering clothes for sufferers in 
the interior. 
The Turkish officers at the wharf re­ 
fused to pass charity boxes,^demanding 
information of the exact nature of the 
contents. 
Madden came down, listened to the 
■tory of the missionaries, got into a 
towering rage, swore out of all propor­ 
tion to the occasion, tho religious folks 
thought, and directed the Turks to put 
the boxes aboard the steamer. This was 
done, to the amazement of the bystand­ 
ers, without remonstrance from tho 
Ottoman officials. Tho other incident 
is even more exciting. 
An “ American eitizcn,” or, as tho 
expression is iii that locality, “ Ameri­ 
can citizen for protection and Turk for 
rovenuo,” had been incarcerated in the 
Smyrna jail for some petty offense. 
Doubtless he was guilty enough, but 
he was an American citizen. 
Madden 
demanded tho release of the American. 
The request was parried. He then de­ 
manded a trial of the prisoner or his 
release. Ho stormed a little in the lan­ 
guage none of them understood and got 
his native vice consul, Ezra Davee, who 
has been attached to tho consulate since 
1888, to notify the town authorities 
that the consul gave them two days to 
do something, and then, if the Ameri­ 
can citizen was still in jail, the consul 
would come down and take him out. 
Accompanied by a stalwart person, 
armed with a sledge, he visited the 
prison, broke down tho door of the 
American’s cell and let him go free.— 
S t Louis Post-Dispatch. 
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ASHAMED OF HER CHILD.

to have him grow to manhood. She had 
been visiting 
relatives in Lowndes 
county, uud on the train returning she 
made up her mind to murder the little 
fellow, who sat in the seat facing her 
playing with the conductor's punch. 
On her way to her residence she passed 
a pond und throw the boy into it. 
She 
says ho seemed to know what her in­ 
tentions were uud held on to her dress 
so strongly that she was afraid tho 
struggle would attract somebody. After 
he was in the wuter she went to her 
home and went ubout her business us 
usual until the body was found and 
she was called before the coroner’s jury. 
She is possessed of considerable prop­ 
erty und bus no other children. 
She 
originally came from the north. The 
murdered boy was not bodily deformed 
in any way, bat his face was disfigured 
from birth.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

Professor Patrick Deer, high (liver, 
trapeze performer aud aeronaut, made 
a balloon ascension tho other day from 
the deck of a whaleback while en 
route from Chicago to Milwaukee. The 
whalebaok left Chicago with between 
4,000 aud 5,000 people on board. Ex­ 
actly at 11:04 o’clock iii the morning, 
when tho steamer was eight miles out 
in the lake, between Kenosha and Wau­ 
kegan, the great engines ceased to puls­ 
ate and the whalebaok came to a stand­ 
still. The process of inflation was very 
rapid. In 18 minutes from the time the 
vessel stopped the balloon shot upward 
from the deck, dragging after it the 
paraehute, from which tho professor 
hung by his teeth. The balloon ascend­ 
ed 5,000 feet, when tho parachute sud­ 
denly parted. 
It fell 400 feet before ii 
caught the air. A second after it opened 
tho professor reversed his position aud 
hung by his feet. 
He remained in this 
attitude until tho parachute had sunk 
to within ‘JOO feet of the surface of the 
lake, when ho dived and struck the 
wator safely. 
A bout picked him aud 
his balloon up soon after. 
Tho balloon 
used by Professor Deer is of his own 
make and is called an “ air splitter.’’ 
It is pointed at both ends and is ex­ 
tremely graceful in tho air.—Exchange.

No M o re M o r g a n a tic M a r ria g e s . 
The death knell of morganatic mar­ 
riages has been sounded by the judg­ 
ment just rendered in the Ltppe-Det- 
mold succession controversy by a spe­ 
cially organized tribunal, presided over 
by the venerable king of Saxony, dean 
of all the sovereigns comprised in the 
federation known as the German em ­ 
pire. 
According to the decision of this 
court- the decrees of which, by pre­ 
vious arrangement, are binding upon 
all the states of the empire -morga- 
natic unions on the part of parents, or 
of more remote ancestors, are no lon­ 
ger to constitute any bar to the suc­ 
cession to the throne. 
This being the 
case, it naturally follows 
that they 
cease to entail any disqualifying con­ 
sequences In all other particulars, and 
that they become identical with ordi­ 
nary marriages. 
The tribunal 
could 
not logically come to any other con­ 
clusion. 
For if morganatic marriages 
on the part of ancestors had been pro­ 
nounced sufficient to disqualify from 
the succession to the crown, it would 
have been equivalent to a judicial dec­ 
laration that at least seven-tenths of 
the thrones of 
Germany were 
held 
wrongfully.

N ew York Sun: The shipkeeper la the 
caretaker of the ship while she is in port 
He is likely to be a man who has fol- 


j lowed the sea; It may be in the employ of 
the house w hose vessel 
he now looks 


j after. H e m ay have sailed before the 
m ast or he m ay have been a mate or 
perhaps the m aster of a ship. 
Every 
firm of large shipowners or shipping mer 
chant® has a shipkeeper of its own, who 
m ay have been thus em ployed by the 
s;ime house for years. 
The shipkeeper goes aboard som etim es 
when the ship arrives in the harbor, hut 
usually when she Is first tied up to the 
wharf. The crew is discharged the m in­ 
ute the ship’s lines are made fast, and the 
captain goes very soon, it is likely on the 
sam e day. The ship m ay have come from 
a China voyage, or a voyage to some 
other distant seas, and have been gone 
for m onths, and he starts for home as 
soon as he can—down E ast or wherever 
it m ay be—there to remain until the ship 
is nearly ready for sea again. Then the 
I shipkeeper is left in charge of the ship, 
j He is som etim es the sole occupant, but 
m ost ow ners keep one other person, a 
1 man or a boy, uboard. If the additional 
| person Is a man it is likely to be the 
ship's carpenter or one of the crew em ­ 
ployed for that purpose. The shipkeeper 
lives aboard of the ship until she goes to 
sea ngain. He may cook and eat all of 
his m eals aboard, or if there is a res 
taurant close at hand ashore, he may 
get his dinners there. H e sleeps aft. He 
does not sleep in the captain’s room, but 
he takes his choice of the room s of the 
m ate and the second mate, this being the 
custom on the beach. 
The shipkeeper is the w atchm an of the 
ship, and he looks after her in many w ays 
and sees that no harm com es to her. He 
sees that the stevedore's men don’t drop 
blocks on deck and that no injury of any 
kind Is done to her inboard and ne sees 
that no harm befalls her from tugs or 
lighters or of tier craft. Arid he keeps the 
ship in order. He is more than likely to 
be a man who knows a ship alow and 
aloft, and to take a sailor's pride in her, 
rind a personal pride in the ships of the 
house that em ploys him. There are ship­ 
k e e p e r who are not over nice, s h ip k e e p ­ 
e r are just like other people in this re­ 
spect; but, as a rule, they keep tin lr ships 
i in perfect ord r.

White Dome Geyser Yellowstone Park. 
“A mile and a half from the Foun 
tain Hotel, and easily reached by bi 
cycle, tourist wagon, or by walking 
lies a hidden basin full of nature’s 
caprices. At the entrance, as if on 
guard, stands the immaculate White 
Dome. As one approaches, he almost 
expects to be challenged aud asked 
for a countersign. If such challenge 
is given, it is in a curious fashion, in 
the form of a geyser eruption, for 
the white dome is a geyser. It is not 
unlike the Castle Geyser, or the White 
Pyramid of the Upper Geyser Basin. 
The geyser is a very white rather 
dome-shaped mound, built up from 
the secretions of its waters, and is the 
most conspicuous feature of the local­ 
ity. Is is perhaps 25 feet high, with 
a circumference at the base of 75 or 
IOO feot. Its eruptions come at inter­ 
vals of from twenty to forty-five min 
utes, being somewhat irregular, and 
the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.”
